SUPPLEMENTAL AGREEMENT REGARDING 
THE EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT ASSISTANCE COMPACT 

BETWEEN 

THE STATE OF LOUISIANA 

AND 

THE STATE OF NORTH DAKOTA 

November 3, 2016 


WHEREAS, the State of North Dakota is requesting mutual aid assistance in the form of 
personnel, equipment, materials, and/or supplies from the State of Louisiana; AND 


WHEREAS, the State of Louisiana is willing to provide mutual aid assistance in the form of 
personnel, materials, and/or supplies to the State of North Dakota, if any such mutual aid 
deployment is accomplished under and follows the terms and conditions found in the nationally- 
recognized Emergency Management Assistance Compact, as described in federal Public Law 
104-321, attached hereto, and adopted as the standard means of interstate mutual aid in the 
United States of America; 


NOW THEREFORE, THE PARTIES AGREE AS FOLLOWS: 


1 . The State of North Dakota agrees to act as the Requesting State as that term is used in the 
Emergency Management Assistance Compact (EM AC), PL 104-321, and to comply with, 
and operate under and in conformance with, all the terms and conditions found in the 
EMAC. 

2. The State of Louisiana agrees to act as a Responding State as that term is used in the 
Emergency Management Assistance Compact (EMAC), PL 104-321, and to comply with, 
and operate under and in conformance with, all the terms and conditions found in the 
EMAC. 

3. Any deployment of personnel, materials, and/or supplies from the State of Louisiana to 
the State of North Dakota shall occur exclusively in accordance with the provisions of 
EMAC, and shall not be governed by any other mutual aid law of either State. 

4. The Parties agree to use the forms and procedures in place under the EMAC Program as 
administered by the National Emergency Management Association. 
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5. This Agreement shall remain in full force and effect until any deployment has been 
terminated, and all payments and any other matters related to the deployment have been 
resolved to the satisfaction of both Parties. 

6. Any amendment to this Agreement must be in writing and signed by the signatories 
below. 
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
